4, These pictures were sold in the spring of 1938 
under duress, to an agent who bought objects of art for 
the collection of Adolf Hitler in Vienna. 


>. The intermediary was Baron Hobert Dobbelhoff, 
Schmerlingplatz 8, Vienna. The price received was 8,000,- 
Mark, of which it is believed Baron Dobbelhoff received 10%,
